The outbreak came at a concert 


given by the Norwegian soprano as 
pickets paraded before the acacl- 
mey with signs reading: "Flagslad 
preferred a Nazi regime •— don't 
play second'fiddle!—Stay out." 


More than 1,000 persons 
were 
present when Mme. Flagstad made 
her initial appearance on 
stage. 
She was greeted with a wild ova- 
tion which lasted more ihan a mo- j 
ment and her first selection was 
well received. 


However, booing began and the 


first stench bomb was dropped in 
the logcs. But Mme. Flagstacl's 
supporters were not driven out. 
Ushers and 
detectives ejected 
hecklers as another stench 
bomb 


was dropped. 
Then several of the patrons ac- 
costed a heckler and for a Jew mo-

No World Relief 
A good many people seem to be 
worried lest 
an American loan 
to Greece and Turkey, if approved, 
would be only the first step in a 
nationwide program of American 
political relief. We have heard it 
said that if those two countries re- 
quest and receive loans, any coun- 
try might plead that it was threat- 
ened by "communist domination" 
and be assured of a large grant of 
money. 
These fears seem to ignore cor 


tain factors evident in President 
Truman's proposal and certain facts 
of geography. They also credit the 
U. S. government with an unusual 
amount of gullibility. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Truman's pro- 
posal of a Greco-Turkish loan is a 
first step. But that does not mean 
that many more steps are to fol- 
low. The Pr: sident clearly is not out 
to throttle communism where it is 
an elected part of a government, 
as in France, Italy, ana several ot- 
her European and South American 
countries. His program is aimed at 
communism imposed by a minority 
as an opening wedge for Soviet ex- 
pansion and control. 
A glance at the map will show 
that Russia can move by land in 
only two dirctions, west and south. 
On the west she is bordered by Fin- 
land, the Baltic states, Poland, Hun 
gary, and Romania. Those, 
with 
neighboring Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
and Albania, form the ring of sat- 
ellite buffer states. 
Czechoslovakia is 
necessarily 


friendly, though more independent. 
Farther to the west are Austria and 
Germany, whose governments are 
subject to future international 
a- 
greement, and Italy. Communism is 
stronger in Italy than anywhere in 
Europe outside the Russian orbit. 
But the possibilities of an .external

No World Relief 
A good many people seem to be 
worried lest 
an American loan 
to Greece and Turkey, if approved, 
would be only the first step in a 
nationwide program of American 
political relief. We have heard it 
said that if those two countries re- 
quest and receive loans, any coun- 
try might plead that it was threat- 
ened by "communist domination" 
and be assured of a large grant of 
money. 
These fears seem to ignore cor 


tain factors evident in President 
Truman's proposal and certain facts 
of geography. They also credit the 
U. S. government with an unusual 
amount of gullibility. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Truman's pro- 
posal of a Greco-Turkish loan is a 
first step. But that does not mean 
that many more steps are to fol- 
low. The Pr: sident clearly is not out 
to throttle communism where it is 
an elected part of a government, 
as in France, Italy, ana several ot- 
her European and South American 
countries. His program is aimed at 
communism imposed by a minority 
as an opening wedge for Soviet ex- 
pansion and control. 
A glance at the map will show 
that Russia can move by land in 
only two dirctions, west and south. 
On the west she is bordered by Fin- 
land, the Baltic states, Poland, Hun 
gary, and Romania. Those, 
with 
neighboring Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
and Albania, form the ring of sat- 
ellite buffer states. 
Czechoslovakia is 
necessarily 


friendly, though more independent. 
Farther to the west are Austria and 
Germany, whose governments are 
subject to future international 
a- 
greement, and Italy. Communism is 
stronger in Italy than anywhere in 
Europe outside the Russian orbit.

No World Relief 
A good many people seem to be 
worried lest 
an American loan 
to Greece and Turkey, if approved, 
would be only the first step in a 
nationwide program of American 
political relief. We have heard it 
said that if those two countries re- 
quest and receive loans, any coun- 
try might plead that it was threat- 
ened by "communist domination" 
and be assured of a large grant of 
money. 
These fears seem to ignore cor 


tain factors evident in President 
Truman's proposal and certain facts 
of geography. They also credit the 
U. S. government with an unusual 
amount of gullibility. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Truman's pro- 
posal of a Greco-Turkish loan is a 
first step. But that does not mean 
that many more steps are to fol- 
low. The Pr: sident clearly is not out 
to throttle communism where it is 
an elected part of a government, 
as in France, Italy, ana several ot- 
her European and South American 
countries. His program is aimed at 
communism imposed by a minority 
as an opening wedge for Soviet ex- 
pansion and control. 
A glance at the map will show 
that Russia can move by land in 
only two dirctions, west and south. 
On the west she is bordered by Fin- 
land, the Baltic states, Poland, Hun 
gary, and Romania. Those, 
with 
neighboring Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
and Albania, form the ring of sat- 
ellite buffer states. 
Czechoslovakia is 
necessarily 


friendly, though more independent. 
Farther to the west are Austria and 
Germany, whose governments are 
subject to future international 
a- 
greement, and Italy. Communism is 
stronger in Italy than anywhere in 
Europe outside the Russian orbit. 
But the possibilities of an .external

No World Relief 
A good many people seem to be 
worried lest 
an American loan 
to Greece and Turkey, if approved, 
would be only the first step in a 
nationwide program of American 
political relief. We have heard it 
said that if those two countries re- 
quest and receive loans, any coun- 
try might plead that it was threat- 
ened by "communist domination" 
and be assured of a large grant of 
money. 
These fears seem to ignore cor 


tain factors evident in President 
Truman's proposal and certain facts 
of geography. They also credit the 
U. S. government with an unusual 
amount of gullibility. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Truman's pro- 
posal of a Greco-Turkish loan is a 
first step. But that does not mean 
that many more steps are to fol- 
low. The Pr: sident clearly is not out 
to throttle communism where it is 
an elected part of a government, 
as in France, Italy, ana several ot- 
her European and South American 
countries. His program is aimed at 
communism imposed by a minority 
as an opening wedge for Soviet ex- 
pansion and control. 
A glance at the map will show 
that Russia can move by land in 
only two dirctions, west and south. 
On the west she is bordered by Fin- 
land, the Baltic states, Poland, Hun 
gary, and Romania. Those, 
with 
neighboring Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
and Albania, form the ring of sat- 
ellite buffer states. 
Czechoslovakia is 
necessarily 


friendly, though more independent. 
Farther to the west are Austria and 
Germany, whose governments are 
subject to future international 
a- 
greement, and Italy. Communism is 
stronger in Italy than anywhere in 
Europe outside the Russian orbit. 
But the possibilities of an .external

Revenue Commissioner Glenn S 
Phillips of Georgia told the United 
Press at Atlanta that the people 
"drinking more taxes than 
they 
are whiskey." 


The liquor industry itself 
was 


quick to admit that it has suffered 
because its commodity is a luxury 
which people can do without when 
most of their money mus-t got for 
essentials. 


Industry spokesmen said part of 
liie buyer resistance was due to the 
fact that consumers arc spending 
their money for war-scarce items 
which once more are available- 
such as nylons, automobiles and 
household appliances.

Sack Suit 


Free Speech 
Angle Worries 
McCleilan

Sen. John L. McClellan D., Ark,, 
expressed 
dissatisaction 
today 


w'ith the "free speech" guarantee 
proposed in the Senate labor bill 
and suggested that it be strength- 
ened. 


He said he would ask the Sen- 
ate to amend the bill to specify that 
nothing in the Wagner act was in- 
tended to abridge the constitution- 
al right of free speech for either 
employers or employes. 
The bill approved by the Senate 
Labor committee would 
provide 
that the National Labor Relations 
Board could not base any unfair 
labor practice decision 
on state- 
ments or arguments if they con- 
tained no threat or reprisal. - 


The provision was devised to an- 
swer complaints that NLRB deci- 
sions had denied employers their 
constitutional right of free speech 
in discussing unions with their em- 
ployes. 


McClellan told a reporter, how- 
ever, that 
he did not think 
the 


provision was • clear and that he 
believed it shoujd be strengthened 
to emphasize that Congress was 
not seeking to abridge the right of 
free speech. 
He expressed 
belief 
that 
the 
NLRB and the courts had "distort- 
d" that right in their interpreta- 
ions of NLRB powers now in the 
Vagner Act. He thought 
his 


imendment Would put an end to 
hose "distrolions" while the lan- 
:uage of the committee bill would 
till make employers subject to un- 
u'r practice charges if 
1 they re- 
'orted to intimidation. 


McClellan said he also believed 


he Wagner 
• Act should specify 
hat free speech for employes was 
ot abridged. He said he wanted to 
protect the right of employes to 
peak -for or against union represen- 
ation or to express their views on 
inlon issues.

What will happen to this bill, 


i£ anything, is ^..anyone's 
guess. 
Briefly, this is/its purpose: 


1. Help the' states, with govern- 
ment money,., to set up* temporary 
libraries where' tK'cre' is'no library 
service now.

2. Then, if the-people in the area 
want a 
permanent 
library, 
the 


stales or counties can set up a per- 
manent one at their ow'n expense. 
In short, the bill would provide 


federal money to get people, now 
without libraries , interested 
in 
the benefits of libraries. 


The background of all this is giv- 


en as follows by the library as 
sociation: 


Only about 675 of the 3,100 coun- 
ties in this country have county- 
wide library service. 
So, as a result, 35,000,000 people 


have no 
public libraries 
within 
reach. 


Of those 35,000,000, about 32,000,- 


000 live in small villages or the 
open country. Here's an example 
of what's meant: 
Arkansas, with an 
average in- 
come of $248 per person, spends 
only an average of 5 cents per pcr-

the s-amo cause: Buyer resistance. 


Revenue Commissioner Glenn S 
Phillips of Georgia told the United 
Press at Atlanta that the people 
"drinking more taxes than 
they 
are whiskey." 


The liquor industry itself 
was 


quick to admit that it has suffered 
because its commodity is a luxury 
which people can do without when 
most of their money mus-t got for 
essentials. 


Industry spokesmen said part of 
liie buyer resistance was due to the 
fact that consumers arc spending 
their money for war-scarce items 
which once more are available- 
such as nylons, automobiles and 
household appliances.

He said he would ask the Sen- 
ate to amend the bill to specify that 
nothing in the Wagner act was in- 
tended to abridge the constitution- 
al right of free speech for either 
employers or employes. 
The bill approved by the Senate 
Labor committee would 
provide 
that the National Labor Relations 
Board could not base any unfair 
labor practice decision 
on state- 
ments or arguments if they con- 
tained no threat or reprisal. - 


The provision was devised to an- 
swer complaints that NLRB deci- 
sions had denied employers their 
constitutional right of free speech 
in discussing unions with their em- 
ployes. 


McClellan told a reporter, how- 
ever, that 
he did not think 
the 


provision was • clear and that he 
believed it shoujd be strengthened 
to emphasize that Congress was 
not seeking to abridge the right of 
free speech. 
He expressed 
belief 
that 
the 
NLRB and the courts had "distort- 
d" that right in their interpreta- 
ions of NLRB powers now in the 
Vagner Act. He thought 
his 


imendment Would put an end to 
hose "distrolions" while the lan- 
:uage of the committee bill would 
till make employers subject to un- 
u'r practice charges if 
1 they re- 
'orted to intimidation. 


McClellan said he also believed 


he Wagner 
• Act should specify 
hat free speech for employes was 
ot abridged.

Briefly, this is/its purpose: 


1. Help the' states, with govern- 
ment money,., to set up* temporary 
libraries where' tK'cre' is'no library 
service now.

2. Then, if the-people in the area 
want a 
permanent 
library, 
the 


stales or counties can set up a per- 
manent one at their ow'n expense. 
In short, the bill would provide 


federal money to get people, now 
without libraries , interested 
in 
the benefits of libraries. 


The background of all this is giv- 


en as follows by the library as 
sociation: 


Only about 675 of the 3,100 coun- 
ties in this country have county- 
wide library service. 
So, as a result, 35,000,000 people 


have no 
public libraries 
within 
reach. 


Of those 35,000,000, about 32,000,- 


000 live in small villages or the 
open country. Here's an example 
of what's meant: 
Arkansas, with an 
average in- 
come of $248 per person, spends 
only an average of 5 cents per pcr-

be improved? 
The Library Association suggests: 
The bookess county people — or 


all the people in a state — could 
tax theniselvcs a little more to 
set up libraries. 


Tax themselves how much? The 
Library Association figures: 


About $25,000 a year is needed 


for a library to serve an area w'ith 
a population of 25,000. 


So if 25,000 people in a county 
taxed themselves $1 
a year they 
could set up a decent library. 


If this kind of tax were spread 
among all .the people of a state, 
the cost to each person would be 
much less. 


This is what the bill suggests, if 
it becomes law: 
States wanting government mon- 


ey to stir up interest in libraries 
would draw up plans. They'd get 
no monev unless the government 
approved the plans. 


How much money 
could 
they 
get from the government? Up to 
¥25,000 a year for five years with- 
out putting up any of their ow'n. 
They could got an additional $50,- 


000 — a total of $75,000 
a 
year 


from the 
government 
for 
five 
/'ears — if they matched that ad- 
ditional $50,000 with $90,000 of their 
own. 


The government money, 
under 
the bill, could be used in several 
ways: 


1. The states could open model 


libraries in rural areas, in rented 
buildings, to get the people 
in- 
'.crcsted and show them the bene- 
'its of a library. 


The people could go 
to

libraries to borrow books. 


2. Or — the state could set up 
uch model 
libraries 
but 
send 


sokmobilcs to farm people's door- 
tops to let them borrow books at

and state tax authorities all cited 
the s-amo cause: Buyer resistance. 


Revenue Commissioner Glenn S 
Phillips of Georgia told the United 
Press at Atlanta that the people 
"drinking more taxes than 
they 
are whiskey." 


The liquor industry itself 
was 


quick to admit that it has suffered 
because its commodity is a luxury 
which people can do without when 
most of their money mus-t got for 
essentials. 


Industry spokesmen said part of 
liie buyer resistance was due to the 
fact that consumers arc spending 
their money for war-scarce items 
which once more are available- 
such as nylons, automobiles and 
household appliances.

provision was • clear and that he 
believed it shoujd be strengthened 
to emphasize that Congress was 
not seeking to abridge the right of 
free speech.

What will happen to this bill,

Briefly, this is/its purpose: 


1. Help the' states, with govern- 
ment money,., to set up* temporary 
libraries where' tK'cre' is'no library 
service now.

2. Then, if the-people in the area 
want a 
permanent 
library, 
the 


stales or counties can set up a per- 
manent one at their ow'n expense. 
In short, the bill would provide 


federal money to get people, now 
without libraries , interested 
in 
the benefits of libraries. 


The background of all this is giv- 


en as follows by the library as 
sociation: 


Only about 675 of the 3,100 coun- 
ties in this country have county- 
wide library service. 
So, as a result, 35,000,000 people 


have no 
public libraries 
within 
reach. 


Of those 35,000,000, about 32,000,- 


000 live in small villages or the 
open country. Here's an example 
of what's meant: 
Arkansas, with an 
average in- 
come of $248 per person, spends 
only an average of 5 cents per pcr-

About $25,000 a year is needed 


for a library to serve an area w'ith 
a population of 25,000. 


So if 25,000 people in a county 
taxed themselves $1 
a year they 
could set up a decent library. 


If this kind of tax were spread 
among all .the people of a state, 
the cost to each person would be 
much less. 


This is what the bill suggests, if 
it becomes law: 
States wanting government mon- 


ey to stir up interest in libraries 
would draw up plans. They'd get 
no monev unless the government 
approved the plans. 


How much money 
could 
they 
get from the government? Up to 
¥25,000 a year for five years with- 
out putting up any of their ow'n. 
They could got an additional $50,- 


000 — a total of $75,000 
a 
year 


from the 
government 
for 
five 
/'ears — if they matched that ad- 
ditional $50,000 with $90,000 of their 
own. 


The government money, 
under 
the bill, could be used in several 
ways: 


1. The states could open model 


libraries in rural areas, in rented 
buildings, to get the people 
in- 
'.crcsted and show them the bene- 
'its of a library. 


The people could go 
to

2. Or — the state could set up

libraries

In some places, liquor con- 
sumption has dropped ' almost 50 
per (.-cut. the survey showed. 


Liquor .dealers, saloon 
keepers 
and state tax authorities all cited 
the s-amo cause: Buyer resistance. 


Revenue Commissioner Glenn S 
Phillips of Georgia told the United 
Press at Atlanta that the people 
"drinking more taxes than 
they 
are whiskey." 


The liquor industry itself 
was 


quick to admit that it has suffered 
because its commodity is a luxury 
which people can do without when 
most of their money mus-t got for 
essentials. 


Industry spokesmen said part of 
liie buyer resistance was due to the 
fact that consumers arc spending 
their money for war-scarce items 
which once more are available- 
such as nylons, automobiles and 
household appliances. 


Forerunner of the liquor reces- 
sion' was

nightclub slump, 


which began several months ago 
in New' York, Chicago and

Sack Suit 


Free Speech 
Angle Worries 
McCleilan

Sen. John L. McClellan D., Ark,, 
expressed 
dissatisaction 
today 


w'ith the "free speech" guarantee 
proposed in the Senate labor bill 
and suggested that it be strength- 
ened. 


He said he would ask the Sen- 
ate to amend the bill to specify that 
nothing in the Wagner act was in- 
tended to abridge the constitution- 
al right of free speech for either 
employers or employes. 
The bill approved by the Senate 
Labor committee would 
provide 
that the National Labor Relations 
Board could not base any unfair 
labor practice decision 
on state- 
ments or arguments if they con- 
tained no threat or reprisal. - 


The provision was devised to an- 
swer complaints that NLRB deci- 
sions had denied employers their 
constitutional right of free speech 
in discussing unions with their em- 
ployes. 


McClellan told a reporter, how- 
ever, that 
he did not think 
the 


provision was • clear and that he 
believed it shoujd be strengthened 
to emphasize that Congress was 
not seeking to abridge the right of 
free speech. 
He expressed 
belief 
that 
the 
NLRB and the courts had "distort- 
d" that right in their interpreta- 
ions of NLRB powers now in the 
Vagner Act. He thought 
his 


imendment Would put an end to 
hose "distrolions" while the lan- 
:uage of the committee bill would 
till make employers subject to un- 
u'r practice charges if 
1 they re- 
'orted to intimidation. 


McClellan said he also believed 


he Wagner 
• Act should specify 
hat free speech for employes was 
ot abridged. He said he wanted to 
protect the right of employes to 
peak -for or against union represen- 
ation or to express their views on 
inlon issues.

of the treasury, said today 
the 
nation could have both tax reduc- 
tion and debt reduction if Congress 
proceeds with its "present plan" of 
slashing President Truman's 1948 
budget. 


He urged, in a statement 
pre- 
pared for the Senate Finance Com-$. 
mittee, that the income tax 
re- 
duction bill already passed by the 
House be enacted speedily. 
Hancs was one of the first advo- 
cates of an income lax cut invited 
to testify be'forc 
the 
committee 


which has devoted two

hearing government officials criti- 
cize the bill. 
Hanes told the committee: 
"The general feeling that

1. Help the' states, with govern- 
ment money,., to set up* temporary 
libraries where' tK'cre' is'no library 
service now.

2. Then, if the-people in the area 
want a 
permanent 
library, 
the 


stales or counties can set up a per- 
manent one at their ow'n expense. 
In short, the bill would provide 


federal money to get people, now 
without libraries , interested 
in 
the benefits of libraries. 


The background of all this is giv- 


en as follows by the library as 
sociation: 


Only about 675 of the 3,100 coun- 
ties in this country have county- 
wide library service. 
So, as a result, 35,000,000 people 


have no 
public libraries 
within 
reach. 


Of those 35,000,000, about 32,000,- 


000 live in small villages or the 
open country. Here's an example 
of what's meant: 
Arkansas, with an 
average in- 
come of $248 per person, spends 
only an average of 5 cents per pcr-

It 
differs from infected varicose veins 
>y hardening of the arteries in that 
.he condition is present in both ves- 
sels at the same time. 


Should Avoid Injury 
Patients with Buergcr's 
disease 
.hould avoid injuries of their hands 
or feet, as the case may be. Wcar- 
ng shoes which are too tight, cut 
ing finger or toenails too close, or 
bumps or scratches may be follow- 
ed by ulcers which do not heal. 
At the first sign of interference 
vith circulation in men under 50, 
Juerger's disease should be suspec- 
ed and use of tobacco stopped until 
a diagnosis is made.

The Library Association suggests: 
The bookess county people — or 


all the people in a state — could 
tax theniselvcs a little more to 
set up libraries. 


Tax themselves how much? The 
Library Association figures: 


About $25,000 a year is needed 


for a library to serve an area w'ith 
a population of 25,000. 


So if 25,000 people in a county 
taxed themselves $1 
a year they 
could set up a decent library. 


If this kind of tax were spread 
among all .the people of a state, 
the cost to each person would be 
much less. 


This is what the bill suggests, if 
it becomes law: 
States wanting government mon- 


ey to stir up interest in libraries 
would draw up plans. They'd get 
no monev unless the government 
approved the plans. 


How much money 
could 
they 
get from the government? Up to 
¥25,000 a year for five years with- 
out putting up any of their ow'n. 
They could got an additional $50,- 


000 — a total of $75,000 
a 
year 


from the 
government 
for 
five 
/'ears — if they matched that ad- 
ditional $50,000 with $90,000 of their 
own. 


The government money, 
under 
the bill, could be used in several 
ways: 


1. The states could open model 


libraries in rural areas, in rented 
buildings, to get the people 
in- 
'.crcsted and show them the bene- 
'its of a library. 


The people could go 
to

2. Or — the state could set up 
uch model 
libraries 
but 
send 


sokmobilcs to farm people's door-

The states, as noted, could carry 
n these operations for a year or 
P to five years with the help of 
overnmenl money.

That may sound more lik.e a snub 
than is actually the case. Until the 
war began few Canadians had any 
interest in Latin America or fell 
themselves bound to -the southern 
republics by any hemispheric tie.
